TERROR WAS REPULSED 


(Special to the Herald) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28—The 


navy department today posted the fol- 
lowing bulletin: 


Gapt. Sigsbee reports that on Wed- 


nesday afternoon, while off Sau Juan, 
Porto Rico, he was attacked by a Span- 
ish unprotected cruiser and the Spanish 
torpedo boat destroyer Terror. The 
Terror made a dash, which was awaitsd 
by the St. Paul. The St. Paul hit the 
Terror three times, killing one officer 
and two men, and wounding several 
others. The Tenor dropped back, under 
covsr of the fortifications, with difficulty 
and was towed into the harbor in a 
sinking condition, where she is now be- 
ing repaired. Later, a cruiser and a 
guuboat started out, but remained 
under protection of the forts.

the man having secured a good start 
and heading for Portsmouth bridge, 
with the intention of reaching the 
Maine aide of tlie river. 


The officers pressed a job team into 


service and overtook the man on the 
bridge. It was necessary to put the 
twisters on the fellow before he con- 
sented to mount the seat qn l\\o job 
wagon and go with the officers to the 
station. 


The mau gave his occupation as an 


engineer of a sawmill in his town. As 
he was placed in a cell at the station he 
remarked that he had been in there be- 
fore. 
Officer Shannon fired three shots 


over the head of the fellow on the chase 
to bring him to^a stop. 


Grymes' appearance tallies with the 


description of the fellow who has been 
attempting to bunco people here with 
the flim flam tale of their relatives be- 
ing in trouble and asking for money 
through him to assist them. The peo- 
ple who have been bothered with the 
fellow will be brought to the station 
this morning to see if they can identify 
Grymes as the man.

Now Within Three Miles Of 


Santiago. 


GENERAL MERRITT STARTS TODAY FOR THE 


PHILIPPINES. 


It is just six weeks ago yesterday tbft 


the New Hampshire regiment left the 
State for Ghickamauga. Not a man in 
the entire regiment has died or bueu 
efflected with serious illness. 


That cork -which Hobson drove into 


the neck of the Santiago bottle is said 
to have worked loose. If it is a fact 
Cervera does not seem to know it, or if 
he does he dares not try and come out. 


The Spanish strategy that we used 


to bear so much about before De\\ ey 
•truck Manila and Schley bottled tip 
Cervera, is again to be seen in the re- 
jnarkable evolutions of the collection of 
derelicts termed by courtesy the Cadiz 
squadron. In this instance the strategy 
is directed against the Spanish people, 
who have been, so unreasonable as to ex- 
pect the squadron to get out of Cadiz 
harbor and fight something. In order 
to placate the querulos populace Admi- 
ral Kodak Camara has been ordered to 
uil up and down the Mediterranean 
whilst the government continues its ef- 
forts to sub-let the job of fighting tho 
United States to some huskier continen- 
tal power. It is doubtful whether the 
Cadiz fleet could get to Manila this side 
o! the Twentieth century. But tbe at- 
tempt will be made. So long as the 
fleet stays in the Mediterranean the 
United States will not concern itself 
Kith more than settling the Cuban mat- 
ter. 
The Cadiz tubs are all the naval 


defense ithe home country possesses. 
They are not very formidable; but to 
•end them away is to invite an American 
fleet across the Atlantic. 


Position oi the Army. 


AT THE FROST, AT THI; HIVEB GTAMA,

Seventeenth, Twelfth and Seventh regi- 
ments hold the entrenchments aband- 
oned by the enemy, across the rond and 
along the hills west of the river. The 
first brigade, consisting of the Eighth 
and Twenty-second regulars and the 
Second Massachusetts infantry, lies on 
the left flank, slightly iu the rear, and 
the Second brigade occupies the posi- 
tion on the right ilank. Gen. \Vheeler 
and his cavalry is protecting the rear 
between the Sevilla hills and the river 
Guama. 


O'lliggins, which has been disposed of so 
often, has not been sold to Spain, and 
positive information has been received 
here that the government of Chile will 
not sell her to any government. TLe 
O'Higgins sailed for Yulpariso on June 
5th from England, under tho Chilean 
ll.xg and with a Chilean crew.

On and after Thursday next, people 


who do business with the registry of 
deeds will need to provide themselves 
with stamps. Here is the schedule- 
Transfers in value from $100 to $500, 
fifty cents; for each $500 in value addi- 
tional, fifty cents; on mortgage less 
than $1000, no charge; for all over $1000 
and not over $1590, fifteen cents; for 
each additional $500, twenty-five cents; 
power of attorney, twenty-five cents; 
for one year leases, twenty-five cents; 
from one to three years, fifty cents; for 
all leases over three years, Si. 


Under this stamp law there will be 


no more concealing from the public the 
price paid for real estate. The num- 
ber of stamps will tell the story, even 
if the consideration is not named in 
the deed. For years it has been the 
habit of people to state the considera- 
tion as "one dollar and other valuable 
considerations." Most people •«ho buy 
or sell real estate claim it as a sacred 
right to keep the price to themselves.
